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Subject: —Import of capital goods or machine tools—advertisement to be made 
applicants. 

No. 274-lTC(PN)/68.—Attention is invited to paragraph 134 in Chapter VI of the 
Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure 1968, according to which 
the applicants whose requirement in respect of capital goods or machine tools 
exceeds Rs. 7,5 lakhs in value have to advertise their requirement» so that the indi¬ 
genous manufacturers have an opportunity of offering to supply the goods m 
question- 

2. It has been noticed that the aforesaid advertisement procedure Is not working 
satisfactorily. The position has, therefore, been reviewed, and the existing procedure 
bar been revised as under: — 

(i) The intending importer whose requirement of imported capital goods or 
jnuchine tools exceeds Rs- 7-5 lakhs should, in the first instance, advertise his 
requirement with a view to giving notice and opportunity to indigenous manufac¬ 
turers to supply the goods in question. 

(li) The advertisement should indicate, inter aliaf full specifications and detailed 
particulars of the machinery or equipment or machine tools etc. sought to be import¬ 
ed, the desired period of delivery and other relevant information. It should be 
specifically Indicated In the advertisement whether the drawings in respect of the 
lequircd machinery or equipment etc, would be provided, 

(iii) The advertisement should be got published In the Indian Trade Journal 
issued by the Ministry of Commerce, New Delhi- The advertisements. In question, 
appearing In the Indian Trade Journal, will be serially numbered. If the applicant 
so desires, he can also have It published In any other newspaper or Journal in 
addition to the IndlaQ Trade Journal, 

(Iv) The indigenous manufacturers should be given a time limit of 45 days to 
lespond to the advertisement, 

(v) The Indigenous manufacturers who are in a position to meet the requirements 
in response to the advertisement, should send their reply to the applicant within 
45 days of the advertisement, with a copy thereof, under registered cover, to the 
Directorate General of Technical Development, New Delhi (Co-ordination Section). 
At the top of the reply, the S. No- of the advertisement as appearing in the Indian 
Trade Journal, should be quoted to facilitate proper referencing. In their reply, 
the indigenous manufacturers should mention the specifications and .particulars of 
the goods which they are in a position to supply, the period of delivery, prices and 
other relevant terms. If the indigenous manufacturers are not in a position to 
supply any item In the required specifications, but they can supply suitable substi¬ 
tutes thereof, the full specifications of such substitutes should be given In the reply 
along with other relevant particulars. 

(vl) After 45 days of the advertisement, the intending importer may apply for an 
import licence for the machinery or equipment or machine tools. In question, to the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi, through the Directorate General 
of Technical Development, New Delhi- If the import application Is not made within 
three months after the expiry of 45 days from the date of advertisement, the 
advertisement already made will be of no effect, and the applicant will have to 
advertise again In the manner indicated in this PubHc Notice, In case he seeks to 
Import the goods in question. 

(vll) In the Import application, the applicant should state the date of advertise¬ 
ment, and attach thereto a tabular statement of responses received to the advertise¬ 
ment, and also indic&te in clear terms the responses which are acceptable to the 
applicant. The import application should be made only in respect of goods for which 
no response has been received from the indigenous manufacturers or the response 
received Is not suitable to the applicant for the reasons to be indicated In the 
tabular statement referred to above. 

3- Applications for import of capital goods or machine tools In respect of which 
the advertisement procedure contained In this Public Notice Is not followed, will be 
liable to be rejected. 

4, The advertisement procedure Indicated above will be applicable to all import 
applications for canltal goods (machinery and equipment) or machine tools made on 
or after the date of issue of this Public Notice. It may be clarified th^ in the case 
of applications for import of textile, jute, hemp and rope, quarries; coal, mining 
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i(orher than coal) and tea machineries the indigenous manufacturers should send 
their reply to the advertisement to the sponsoring authority concerned (In place of 
the DG^TD), and Import application should also be made by the applicant to the 
regional licensing authority as given In para 128 of the Import Trade Control Hand 
Book of Rules and Procedure, 1968, through the sponsoring authority concerned.

S. No. 98-94(a)(iu)/V for the period Aprils 1968^March, 1969, 

273-rrC(PN)/68, —Attention is invited to the Ministry of Commerce Public 
Nonce No. 202-ITC(PN)/68 dated the I7th September, 1968, in terms of which 
import of ‘Rough blanks other than bifocal blanks’ (S. No, 93-94(a)(iv)/V) will be 
allowed to actual users upto 5 per cent of the face value of their actual user licences 
for raw materials or R's. 2,500/- whichever is less. 

2. The position has been reviewed and it has been decided that applications 
from actual users for import of ‘Rough blanks other than bifocal blanks’ will be 
considered to the extent of only 26 per cent of actual user’s entitlement for raw 
materials under the import policy for April, 1968—March 1969. 

2 . The import policy for this item for April 1968—^March 1969 period may be 
deemed to have been amended accordingly. 

4, Actual users to whom import licences for this Item have already been Issued 
for the period April, 1968—March, 1969 under the Ministry of Commerce Public 
Notice No- 202-ITC(PN)/68 dated 17-9-1968 may approach the licensing authority 
concerned for necessary amendment of their licences*
